British Columbia );as llttlo to thank 
tho pro33 of San FiMnciaco for. And 
yet;tho AUa California ha.a occasion- 
ally dealt witli oar mining iDtoreatB in 
a spirit of rairnG33.

•wilhoat surprise, Ihoreforo, that wo 
porusod in a recent edition of that in- 
flaential journal a loading article headed 
*The British Golambia and Aastralaaia 
Mioop,' After giving an extremely 
partial and unltur glance at our mines, 
the article proccods to say, 'Bat 
as to British Columbia it muat ba ad k 
milted that there ia Ecarcoly oa earth 
a more iahospi.ablo country during 
eigbt months ot the year. Tho com- 
munication with tho mines closee, and 
public travel coaaoa about tho middle of 
Ootober^ and tho regular trips by 
steamers throagh the inlaad rivers and 
lakes are not resumed, as a role, until 
June in the year following. Aa a oon« 
Bequence, supplies and proTisions of all 
kinds mast be laid op in the fall. But 
as tbey are eoldom suGBoieot tor a large 
population^ so they freqaeaily rise up 
to fabnlous prices, aod many minef s, 
being onablu to worlc profitably their 
olaimpj leave them la the Fall and return 
at the approaoh of sammer* How can 
a mioo reward its owner which can bo 
worlied but four or five mooths in a 
year ? The cold is so intcnee io British 
Columbia during tho Winter that, ns 
the CcLOHiST asserts > it reaobed 56° 
below zero in December last* * * » 
And yot iu it not surprising that meo 
should bo found wbo, having resided in 
California^ tho Eder? and Ophir of the 
Pacific, go in quest of hidden trooanro 
in dreary and GodfbrsnkoQ countries 
whoro oven animals cauoot i'lfoV 
Kow, with fiuch apicturo as this, drawn 
in a paper of groat infiuence and 
enjoying a good repucition lor fairnees, 
is it surprising that both population 
and capital shun Brit'sh Columbia ? 
We will not uccuso tho Alta of willful 
slander ; but we will say that the writer 
of the above mast ba either an igoora^ 
mns or a willful slanderer. The opon 
Eeason oxteuda over eight and more 
irequentl; nine moLtbe in ttio year. Dui- 
iog'tbat petiod tbo JoarDe; trom toe leaboard 
to Uariboo (b diatanoeof five boodred milei) 
is easily accompliabed io five days.
